Under th «se circumstances, and following another 
mncndda» communic&tion m&de to me personally by the 
Department of State > - communlcation which not one of us 
is permltted to ignore, consldering the great advantages 
that may derive from it for the cause we are called to 
defend, * I have decided, In my capacity as President of 
the last constituţionala and legal Rum ani an government, to 
take upon myself the responsiblllty of forming a National 
Commlttee of Liberation, and to proceed, withfc all the 
haste Imposed by circumstances, to its creat ion* 



Any new delay in solving this auestion of over- 
whelming Import ance to the Rumâni an cause, would have 
constituted a complete disreggrd of our country's interests, 
which Interests we, who are at present abroad, have not 
safeguarded enough unt 11 now* 



Havlng taken this decistion, I consider it my 
duty to emphasize that, in my Oplnlon, the only scope of 
the National Commlttee would be to organize and lead abroad 

the struggle for the ^Liberation of our people. The Commit- 

tee will not have the charecter of a government in exile, 

and will not concern its elf wlth problems which, by thelr 

natura, should be left exclusively to the liberated Rumân - 
ien people to deal wlth* 



Believing in your sentiments as a good Rumâni an ari 
trusted patriot, I am addressing to you a warm appeal to 
disregard any consideration of a personal or politicei 
character and give your consent to join the Commlttee* 



Your reply will be awaited until August 10, 1948, 
when the Committee will be formed with the persons who have 
replied giving their consent. 



You will find enclosed a list of the persons to 
whom this proposition to join the Ctamittee has be|i sent* 



Hoping that this time my appeal will have the 
result which our enslaved people itself demands.
